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REMARKS

Claims 94 and 95 are amended, claims 91-93 are canceled, and claims; as a result, claims 
1-19, 21-23, 37-43, 45, 47-55, 64-90, 94, and 95 are now pending in this application.

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1-17 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting over claim 3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,349,096. 

Claims 37-43, 45 and 47 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 39 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,349,096. 

A Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(b)(iv) is enclosed herewith to 
obviate these rejections. 



$102 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 91-93 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) for anticipation by Civanlar et al. 
(US 5,995,606). 

Claims 91-93 are cancelled. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 94-95 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but were 
indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. Accordingly, claims 94-95 are rewritten as suggested.
